Myself (Mick Heys) as Head Physio 
and Simon Vardy (Player Perfor¬ 
mance Manager) will be sharing this 
page in 2020 - Simon wrote the first 
piece last weekend and now it # s my 
turn! 

This week I thought I'd tell you a 
little about some of our backroom 
team and touch on recovery and and 
maintenance aspects that come with 
working with a professional rugby 
league side. 

Player welfare is an important compo¬ 
nent of running a professional sports 
team, especially so in a collision sport 
such as Rugby League. 


Adding to that, our players 
are part time and have an¬ 
other job outside of the club 
which makes the task more 
difficult. 

We have a team of staff at 
Sheffield Eagles whose job it 
is to look after player health 
and wellbeing, we also give 
the players tools to look after 
themselves which is impor¬ 
tant as they spend much of 
the time away from the club. 

Steph Waller leads the main¬ 
tenance and recovery for 
the players ably assisted by 
Emma Wallace, Kay Humber- 
stone and Amy Garbutt. 

We try and target this to 
specific issues and prefer¬ 
ences the players have, also 
taking into account such as 
the nature of their day to day 
job; sitting at a desk/driving 
a van/physical work such as 
a builder. 

They will have individual 
issues that need addressing 
to reduce the risk of injury - during 
training and playing - and to be able 
to perform at a high standard each 
week. 

This includes massage, foam rolling, 
mobility work pre-game and training 
sessions. 

Post game recovery can include ice 
baths, massage/soft tissue work, pool 
sessions, light gym sessions. Good 
quality sleep is also vital to the recov¬ 
ery process.
